dation for Infantile Paralysis 
announced today. 


A program to promote inter- 
est in the vaccine was decided 
upon after a survey of city 
schools indicated that 81 per 
cent of the children have re- 
ceived an insufficient number 

inoculations or none at all 
since it was first introduced in 
April 1955. 

To Get Questionnaires. 


As a first step, questionnaires 
are to be distributed through 
the schools, both public and pa- 
rochial, for children to take to 
their parents. The parents will 
be advised to continue with pri- 
vate physicians if they have 
made a start with them in ob- 
taining inoculations. 

If they say they cannot afford 
them, the necessary three shots 
will be administered by school 
physicians over an eight-month 
period, to be paid for with fed- 
etal government funds provided 
for that purpose last year, a 
spokesman said. 

The polio foundation has be- 
come concerned over the na- 
tional lack of interest in Salk 
vaccine after the initial rush to 
obtain it.

SUN-RUN. BATTERY 
FOR FLASHLIGHT 
MAY LAST 10 YEARS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP) 


—Developers of a sun-powered 


flashlight put it on display yes- 
terday and said it “should run 
for 10 years without changing 
the battery.” 

The flashlight was one of 
various solar-powered devices 
demonstrated by officials of 
Hoffman’ Electronics Corp. of 
Los Angeles. Most of them are 
still in the developmental stage. 
Hoffman representatives said 
the flashlight, costing about $25, 
is to be put through evaluation 
trials by the Navy and the Army 
Signal Corps. 

It converts solar energy to 
electricity by means of eight 
solar cells made of silicon.

—The Legislature moved Hasti- 
ly today to open the way 
for a salary increase for mem- 
bers of the General Assembly 
within a few months, in their 
present terms of office. 

The Senate passed a bill 
which had been introduced 
only last Thursday, to make it 
possible to submit the legis- 
lative pay increase proposal to 
Missouri voters in a‘ special 
state-wide election April 2, to 
coincide with municipal elec- 
tions to be held in St. Louis 
and many other Missouri cities 
that day. 

The bill would shorten the 
time for legal notice of such 
a special election from 70 to 
30 days before the election. Un- 
less this is done, there would 
not be time to give legal no- 
tice and hold the special state 
election April 2. 

Increase to $300 a Month. 


The salary increase measure 
the legislators want to be act- 
ed upon promptly is a proposéd 
constitutional amendment, 
which would increase their pay 
from $125. to $300 a month, and 
give them. travel allowances 
each week instead of just once 
each session. 

The proposed constitutional 
amendment, introduced by Rep- 
resentative Harry Raiffie (Dem.) 
St. Louis and 19 other House 
members, most of them from St. 
Louis and Kansas City, already 
has been passed by the House. 
It was reported favorably yes- 
terday by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, and is expected to 
be passed by the Senate with- 
in a few days. 

The proposed amendment pro- 
vides that the legislative pay 
increase proposal shall be sub- 
mitted at either the 1958 gen- 
eral election, or at a special 
election called by the Governor. 

The legislative plan is to 
have Gov. James T. Blair call a 
special election on the proposal 
for April 2, provided the bill 
shortening the time for legal 
notice of the election is passed. 
House leaders are expected to 
give the legal notice bill the 
right-of-way so that it will be

Whose Welfare Funds? 


Senator Paul H. Douglas of Illinois has given 
the Senate a bill to protect citizens covered by 
welfare and pension plans. The instrument of 
protection offered is not government regulation, 
but simple disclosure of facts. 

Senators Douglas and Murray of Montana and 
Ives of New York introduced this bi-partisan 
measure too late in the last session for action. It 
should be passed in this session to prevent a 
long list of abuses which the Douglas committee 
found, for the welfare business is far larger than 
most people think. 

Annual contributions to welfare funds amount 
to nearly seven billion dollars a year. Some 
75,000,000 persons are covered by such plans. 
The built-up reserves total nearly 25 billions. 
And the Securities and Exchange Commission 
says these reserves are currently the largest sin- 
gle source of equity capital. 

In short, the welfare business is of direct 
interest to millions of Americans participating 
in it, and of vast importance to the national 
economy as a whole. 

Yet there have been and still 2 are abuses. The 
Douglas committee last year singled out three 
labor unions in which the committee found evi- 
dence of kick-backs and dishonest handling of 
welfare funds, Acting on this report, the AFL- 
CIO has recently undertaken disciplinary action 
against the three unions. 

In congratulating labor for this response, Sen- 
ator Douglas notes that labor does not bear sole 
responsibility for abuses. Nearly 90 per cent of 
all employes covered by welfare plans are under 
“unilateral” programs administered entirely by 
employers, The committee found mismanage- 
ment, secretiveness and lack of know-how 
among employers, and excessive fees and un- 
equal treatment of policy-holders among insur- 
ance companies. Nor did banks escape criticism. 

Senator Douglas makes the point that whether 
or not employes contribute to their welfare 
funds, the employes have a stake in their sound 
administration as part of their terms of employ- 
ment. And the use of vast amounts of tax-ex- 
empt funds gives the Federal Government a 
responsibility for their sound management. 

What the Illinois Senator and his colleagues 
propose is a bill requiring disclosure of facts on 
welfare and pension funds to the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, Benefit plans covering 
25 or more employes would have to be regis- 
tered with the SEC. Plans covering 100 or more 
employes would have to be reported annually. 
These reports would involve cantributions re- 
ceived, benefits paid, dividends, commissions, 
fees and 80 on. 

The Douglas committee has made it plain 
that “the great majority of welfare and pen- 
sion programs are being responsibly and hon- 
estly administered.” That being the case, there 
should be little objection to a disclosure law 
aimed at abuses in the minority. 

Government interference with business is not 
involved. What is invalved are the rights of mil- 
lions of citizens to know that their welfare is 
fairly protected. ,

From the voters’ point of view, the best time 
for adopting Senator Hennings'’s bill to regulate 
campaign funds would have been before the last 
election.

President to under- 
take economic and military co-operation with 
Middle Eastern nations; by authorizing 


cumstances, to ¢mploy American armed forces 
in defense against overt aggression. 


Does this amount to an “erosion of senatorial — 


power” and a grant of “exclusive powers” te the 
President? Does it relieve the President of ac- 
countability or responsibility for his actions in 
the Middle East? Neither charge seems well 
founded, Indeed it is probably much closer to 
the truth to say, as the House Foreign Affairs 
Cammittee did, that the President in fact al- 
ready has power to do most of the things the 


resolution authorizes him to do. He has, in short, - 


power to conduct foreign policy in the Middle 
East. 

If he asks Congress to strengthen his hand by 
a show of solidarity with him, Congress cannot 
easily decline, Senatof Fulbright himself recog- 
nizes this by offering to make a show of 
solidarity in his own way. 

Beyond a doubt, the Senate can strengthen 
the Administration’s proposal by wise revisions. 
But that is not going to be accomplished by 
watering -the resolution down, or by denying 
authority to give economic aid—another revision 
which the Senate committee has fortunately re- 
jected. The Senate’s best contribution would be 
to broaden instead of narrowing the resolution 
for example, by extending it to cover the basic 
problems, such as Israe]-Arab peace and the fue 
ture of Suez, which are ignored altogether in 
the present version. 


For Missouri’s Mental Health 

The administrative reform of the State Divi- 
sion of Mental Diseases which the Missouri 
Senate has tentatively approved is basic to any 
real improvement in Missouri's work for mental 
health. It would remove the state hospitals 
from politics by taking them from the hands of 
an untrained and inexperienced political ap- 
pointee, B. E. Ragland. It would assure profes- 
sionally competent administration by placing ad- 
ministrative authority in a five-man commission 
at least three of whose members must be 
physicians. 

It would vest management in a @irector ap- 
pointed by the commission, a sound manage 
ment principle. It would redirect the aims of the 
Division of Mental Diseases away from the 
hopeless limited objective of custodial care and 
to the hopeful and humanitarian objective of 
treatment and cure. 

A similar reform was vetoed in 1955 by Gov, 
Donnelly, who gave little evidence of under- 
standing the possibilities in rehabilitation of the 
mentally ill. Decisions still to come by the Leg- 
islature and by Gov. Blair will shew whether 
Missouri has since grown ready to put human 
lives above political patronage, and modern 
methods of treating mental illness above de- 
featism.

Brown, brook and lake trout 
also are members of the salmon 
family.

Students, under a $170,000 
grant from the Fund for the 
Advancement of Education. The 
fund was set up by the Ford 
Foundation. 

More than 3000 high school 
seniors in 78 Negro high schools 
in the 45 cities were given the 
scholastic aptitude tests, the 
report said. They were chosen 
from the top 10. per cent in 
high school grades. 

College Qualification. 

Of some 1700 qualifying for 
college in the test, the report 
said, some 1100 expressed a de- 
sire to seek admissidn and 
scholarships at interracial col- 
leges, and 578 did. 

Of the 578 who sought ad- 
mission, 523, or nine out of 10, 
Were accepted by non-segre- 
gated colleges throughout the 
nation, with scholarship help 
from the colleges and _ the 
N.S.S.F.N.S. 

A majority of the others who 
qualified for college ultimately 
attend segregated schools. 

Results of the project were 
made public yesterday in a re- 
port by Richard L. Plaut, en- 


titled “Blueprint for Talent 
Searching: America’s Hidden 
Manpower.” 


The ‘report said when the 
N.S.S.F.N.S. “southern project” 
introduced the scholastic apti- 
tude tests in the southern high 
schools, the qualifying score 
was set low. 

First Test for Many. 

“In almost all of the schools, 
this was the first time that stu- 
dents had been asked to take 
such a test,” the report said. 

“Partly as a result of their 
inexperience with such tests, a 
large number of the students 
scored considerably below the 
national public school average. 

“Within the top 10 per cent 
of the seniors in the very same 
schools, the scores ranged tre- 
mendously; students scored 
from below the lowest scores 
among all public ae cw 
students taking the col- 
lege board tests, all the way to 
the one-tenth ranking highest 
among the national group. 

“This wide range of scores 
within a group whose actual 
high schoo] marks varied little 
showed that deep motivational 
and cultural differences were 
present .. .” the report said. 

Analyzing the one-year sur- 
vey of the college records of 
167 students, the report said: 

“Educationally, almost all of 
the students studied were suc- 
cesful. And, strangely enough, 
the students from deprived 
families did better, on the av- 
erage, than those from the 
higher social and .economic 
level. ... Further data revealed 
that the grades of students 
tended to improve between the 
freshman and sophomore 
years.” : 

Working Students Excel. 

The report said the follow-up 
study also indicated that those 
students who took part in col- 
lege activities and social life 
had better grades than those

My 
resignation is dictated by com- 
pelling personal considerations 
and I would appreciate your 
prompt acceptance.” 

Simmons further stated in 
the letter that the merit sys- 
tem is the keynote of good 
government for St. Louis and 
“I know you share with me the 
sure belief that it must con- 
tinue to operate with efficien- 
cy, with fairness and in the 
continuing best interests of all 
St. Louisans.” 

Questioned later by a re- 
porter, Simmons said he has 
served about 10 years in civic 
work. Prior te going on the 
commission he was on ‘the 
Council on Human Relations. 
He is personnel director for 
the Scullins Steel Co, and as 
such is active in many indus- 
trial commissions and associa- 
tions. 

Mayor Tucker said he would. 
withhold action on the resigna- 
tioh until he had an oppor- 
tunity to talk with Simmons, 


SHOT FIRED IN STRIKE HITS 
CHILD OF NON-STRIKERS 


OAKLAND CITY, Ind., Feb. 
13 (AP)—One of seven shots 
fired into a trailer home here 
early today wounded the 4- 
month-old daughter of non- 
men employes of a plant at 

rinceton, east of here. 

The child, Julia Ann Russell, 
was taken to an Evansville hos- 
pital. She was in serious con- 
dition after surgery for a head 
wound. 

State troopers have been pa- 
trolling the plant area in 
Princeton since violence broke 
out after the strike started 
Nov. 5. 

The child’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Ranald Bussell, work in 
the struck Potter and Brumfield 
electric relay plant at Rich- 
mond. Police said the shots 
were from a .22-caliber rifle or 
pistol, probably from the street 
50 feet away. 

The strike started over the 
firing of a union agent on 
charges she was absent too 
often without excuse.

ance of it as the final court of 
appeal. 


Another tribunal is our con- 
science. Our can be 
a good judge of our actions if 
it be a true conscience and in 
accord with the laws of God.

At most tables West opened 
the spade ten against six hearts, 
Whenever South won the open- 
ing lead with his spade ace 
one of two things happened, 
If declarer led a spade right 
back West would win the king 
and continue the suit and East's 
heart jack would overruff dum- 
my for the setting trick. If 
declarer first played two rounds 
of hearts, picking up East's 
jack, West, on getting in with 
the spade king would lead a 
third heart. So, although dum- 
my'’s club ace would provide 
a discard for South’s diamond 
loser, he'd have no place to 
put his losing spade. 


But let's see what happened 
whenever South had the fore- 
sight to hold up his ace on the 
opening spade lead. This play 
was a safe one as the sequence 
of cards on the trick—West, 
ten; dummy, two; East, three— 
marked East with either the 
king or queen left in his hand 
and thus there’d be no second 
round ruff. West continues 
spades and South wins the sec- 
ond round. He now plays out 
two hearts and sees, to his very 
great pleasure, the jack drop 
on the second round, Now 
South's losing spade is trumped 
with dummy’s high ten. of 
hearts with East discarding 
helpléssly, and the rest of the 
hand is easy.

Historical Background 
For Boston Society

BOSTON, Feb. 13. 


HE spirit of the late George Apley will stride pur- 
T posefully along Beacon Street as long as there is a 
Boston. 


Some who wear the tweed of Boston society may dis- , 


pute this. But the dis- 
cerning eye can, neverthe- 
less, still see Mr. Apley’s 
counterpart on the staff of 
almost any one of the Bos- 
ton trusts that still handle 
the Yankee fortunes found- 
ed in clippership days. 
The name Apley—a fic- 
tional creation of John P. 
Marquand—does not ap- 
pear, of course, in the 
Boston edition of thé So- 
cial Register. But what it 
stands for still lives out- 
side the pages of Mr. Marquand’s novel about a proper 
Bostonian. { 

George Apley’s spirit still lives, although the lines 
of demarcation between the Four Hundred of society with 
a capital S and the 2,500,000 of society with a little s in 
the Boston area have been considerably eroded, especially 
since World War II. 

The Boston where “the Lowells speak only to the 
Cabots, and the Cabots speak only to God” has changed 
.considerably. Now, both the Lowells and Cabots speak to 
Shapiros and Foleys and Bartelettas about expressways 
and redevelopment, if not about teas or parties. 


The same First Family names still appear in the So- 
cial Register. The 1957 edition lists nine Lowells and 44 
Cabots, as well as Forbeses, Adamses, Forthinghams, Sal- 
tonstalls and Gardners. But in the Boston debutante list 
‘last June there was a big group of “new” names—Collins, 
MacFadden, Goob, Cahill,“Broggini, Darmody, Dymsza and

In general, Boston society has come to be made up of 
~ increasing number of concentric circles. The inner 
‘rele remains rather impregnable. Membership in it is 
eld by inheritance or tradition. 


It once took two or three generations to be accepted 
‘2 capital S Society. Now it can be done in. one, under 
special circumstances, For example, a girl who has been 
to the right schools agd is an accomplished rider may 
make it by attracting attention at horse shows. Her parents 
might not be accepted. 


Newcomers to society are admitted to limited rights 
and benefits. These may range from invitations to dinner 
parties and balls to membership on civic committees or 
even membership in the Somerset Club for men and the 
Chilton for women. The line may very well be drawn at 
thvitations to weddings within the inner circles, 


War Brought Changes. di 

World War II was responsible for weakening some s0- 
cial barriers. The war, according to one former debutante, 
pointed up the uselessness of rounds of parties. Then, 
too; more and more debutantes began to go to college. 


Away from home, the girls have been meeting and 
marrying men from less wealthy, less socially conscious 
families. These young couples have not only breached the 
barriers, but also, some feel, have created a society that is 
more democratic, more tolerant of ethnic, religious and 
economic differences. 

By tradition Protestant, Boston society has outer cir- 
cles in which Roman Catholics and occasionally Jews are 
accepted, These new circles were created by success in 
contracting, insurance and other economic endeavors, But 
on the periphery of these circles there are those who just 
serve on civic and charitable committees, They stand a 
chance of having their children accepted. 


Banking, the law and medicine are particularly at-¢ 


tractive to those First Family men who are not engaged 
in managing inherited trusts. With rare exceptions, the 
Boston man of society is not an industrial leader. One of 
the exceptions is Charles Francis Adams Jr., president of 
Raytheon, a fast-growing electronics company. Mr. Adams 


represents the sixth generation of a family that produced 
the second and sixth Presidents of the United States, 


John Adams and his son John Quincy. 


The fifth generation Mr. Adams was the epitome of 
what Cleveland Amory called “The Proper Bostonians.” 
He was an astute banker, a reorganizer of the Boston Com-

Frank Parkers Guest Star Record 


One-Night Stand With Godfrey Stretched Past 6 Years; In St. Louis Now 


By Clarissa Start 


ACK in 1935, tenor Frank 
Bparker was appearing with 

the Chicago Opera Company 
and while on tour, played Wash- 
ington, D.C. To his surprise, 
the night he appeared the opera 
was sold out although the other 
performances hadn't done that 
well. He asked the manager 
for a possible explanation and 
was told that “some redhead 
guy named Arthur Godfrey” on 
radio had been plugging Par- 
ker’s appearance for two weeks 
in advance. 

“He knew of me through ra- 
dio,” Parker says, “but I didn’t 
know him, didn’t even know of 
him. The next morning I got 
up early to read what the pa- 
pers had to say about the op- 
era and since I had a little time 
before I went back to New 
York I thought I'd like to meet 
this fellow. We became friends 
and have been ever since.” 

The Parker-Godfrey friend- 
ship was an off and on thing, 
renewed whenever their paths 
crossed. In 1949, Parker came 
back to New York after a dis- 
astrous night club investment 
in Florida. One morning he 
heard Arthur on the radio, 
thought, “Ah, there’s my boy 
again,” and dropped around to 
see him. Godfrey asked what 
he’d been doing. Parker said 
quite candidly he’d been going 
broke. Godfrey suggested he 
come on his show for a guest 
spot on Wednesday night. 

“He invited me back for the 
next Wednesday night and the 
next one and that’s the way it 
went for six and a half years,” 
Parker laughs. “I guess it was 
the longest guest spot on tele- 
vision.” 

Last June, Parker left the 
Godfrey show, neither fired nor 
mad, but regretfully aware that 
it was in the best interests of 
his career to go out on his own. 
He’s busy and happy, making 
personal appearances, as he’s 
doing this week and next at the 
Boulevard Room of the Shera- 
ton-Jefferson Hotel, but he still 
looks back wistfully to the “one 
big happy family” heyday of 
the Godfrey show. 

“That show always had the 
element of surprise,” he says. 
“We never knew what we'd do 
next and people watched us to 
see what those idiots would try 
now. Circuses, bicycle riding, 
roller skating, ice skating, danc- 
ing, we tried anything. Most 
shows’ bring in professionals 
for those specialties but we did 
everything ourselves.

Q. What are the “awns” of 
esparto grass? 

A.*They are spiked bristles 
which grow at the top of the 
stalks and which hold the seeds.
